FY 2013-2014 — APPROPRIATIONS

Section 1. 2013 Iowa Acts, chapter 139, section 3, paragraph
a, is amended to read as follows:

Of the amount appropriated in this paragraph, the department

may use up to $500,000 for the remodel of the relocated John

Bennett facility and the demolition of the existing farm

bunkhouse adjacent to the newly constructed Fort Madison

correctional facility. Notwithstanding section 8.33, moneys

allocated in this unnumbered paragraph designated for the

remodel and demolition that remain unencumbered or unobligated

at the close of the fiscal year shall not revert but shall

remain available to be used for the purposes designated until

the close of the succeeding fiscal year.
Sec. 2. EFFECTIVE UPON ENACTMENT. This division of this
Act, being deemed of immediate importance, takes effect upon

enactment.

The department shall attempt to provide
job opportunities at the farms for inmates by encouraging
labor-intensive farming or gardening where appropriate; using
inmates to grow produce and meat for institutional consumption;

SEC. 35. CRIMINAL AND JUVENILE JUSTICE PLANNING

The criminal and juvenile justice planning advisory council
and the juvenile justice advisory council shall coordinate
their efforts in carrying out their respective duties relative
to juvenile justice.

EXPLANATION

The inclusion of this explanation does not constitute agreement with
the explanation’s substance by the members of the general assembly.

This bill relates to appropriations to the justice system in
2013 Iowa Acts, chapter 139 (SF 447).

The bill makes appropriations from the general fund of
the state for FY 2014-2015 to the departments of justice,
corrections, public defense, and public safety, and the Iowa
law enforcement academy, office of the state public defender,
board of parole, Iowa state civil rights commission, and
the criminal and juvenile justice planning division of the
department of human rights.

The bill makes appropriations from the department of
commerce revolving fund to the office of consumer advocate of
the department of justice.

The bill makes appropriations from the gaming enforcement
revolving fund to the department of public safety.

The bill strikes specific appropriations to the department
of corrections for viral hepatitis prevention in the amount of
$83,941 and for operations, costs, and miscellaneous purposes
in the amount of $1,285,655.

The bill appropriates moneys from the general fund of the
state to the department of public safety for the public safety
interoperable and broadband communications fund established in
Code section 80.44.

The bill specifies that up to $500,000 of the moneys
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appropriated to the department of corrections for the operation
of Fort Madison for FY 2013-2014 may be used for the remodel

of the relocated John Bennett facility and the demolition of
the existing farm bunkhouse adjacent to the newly constructed
Fort Madison correctional facility. The bill allows the

moneys designated for the remodel or demolition that remain
unencumbered or unobligated to remain available to be used for
such purposes until the close of FY 2014-2015. The provision

takes effect upon enactment.
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
